Th e resu lt was predictable disaster 
as far as th e tran smission of v ital an d 
importan t n ews. 
Tru e, th e v iewers were treated to 
ex cellent pictures o f the airpo rt and

Three weeks ago, on a Friday afternoon, Charlea J . 
Cole, City Superintendent of Public Works, took off foe the 
north land for reasons that are itill not clear. 
We'v e heard three reasons for Cole’* departure in the 
face of a gathering snowstorm watched only in fury by 
the political storm that has followed it. 
Pick one: Cole 
was either in Albanv getting his bad back attended to; or 
he was up at Lake Champlain ice fishing; or he was up 
in the woods north of Albanv checking out » torm damage 
on his summer camp. 
Cole isn’t say ing where he was. He say * its hi* own 
business what he doe* on his own time. 
Unfortunately , for Cole, his assistant, Emerson May es, 
had left for Florida on Thursdav for a brief v acation. I bus, 
when the storm hit, a storm that had been predicted for 
sev eral day s, the city was without its two top public works 
officials. 
During storms of the magnitude of three weeks ago, 
people usually call their aldermen for assistance. Winter is 
the time of the y ear when aldermen earn their pay . 
The 
people calling are usually angrv . Happy people seldom 
call their aldermen. Angry aldermen, then, call the BPW 
bam on Hasbrouck Av enue, and being aldermen, get to talk 
to the superintendent. 
Sinsabaugh called for Charlie Cote that Friday . • • 
Sorry , no Charlie. Okay . . . let me talk to Emerson May es. 
Sorry , he’s in Florida. Where’s Charlie? Sorry , we don’t 
know. Sinsabaugh is a mean man with a phone. He called 
Bob Gallo, the alderman-at-large. 
Gallo didn’t know where Charlie was, either. Sinsabaugh 
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called Pete Manaiso, the majority leader. Sorry . Same thing 
from Brian Smith the minority leader. 
He tried to get 
through to the may or. Line was busy . Gallo got through. 
Gallo know* how- to get through to the may or. 
Report? 
No, Frank didn’t know where Charlie was either. And so 
it went. 
Charlie got back to town on Saturday afternoon and 
took command of his snow fighting forces. 
Thev did a 
pretty good job, too. 
Ev en Sinsabaugh said so on Monday 
morning after blasting Cole all weekend. 
But sometime during the weekend, Cole began to ask 
himself, ‘‘W ho is Gippv Sinsabaugh and why is he say ing 
those awful things about me? ” 
Cole wrote a letter to the editor, ex plaining his side of 
the situation. 
It was not complimentary toward Sinsa­ 
baugh. 
For two weeks, Sinsabaugh said nothing. 
Sinsabaugh 
watchers know this is a danger sign. 
W hen Sinsabaugh is 
quiet, Sinsabaugh is plotting. 
His attack of Cole on the 
Council floor this Tuesday was ex pected. 
Sinsabaugh was in full flight, shouting, pounding his 
desk, dropping a few mild cuss words. 
W hat it all boiled 


dow'n to was Cole was negligent In hi» dutle» . In Sinsa­ 
baugh’» opinion and an inv estigation wa» warranted by the 
may or and the BPW board of commissioner« . 
The may or, it seems, wants no p» rt of any Inv estiga­ 
tions of Cole or the department of public work» . 
Cole 
reported to the may or and the board on the incident and 
his report was acceptable, the may or » aid. And that should 
be that. 
As we said, the nex t mov e Is Sinsabaugh’» . The possibil­ 
ity of a full Council inv estigation, unprecedented in city 
history , has not been ruled out. It could become a v ery nasty 
affair.

Frank Koenig impressed upon Bobbv Gallo the benefit 
to be deriv ed from keeping one’s mouth shut in public, 
( » alio used to be one of the more quotable public officials 
around. 
One of Gallo's classics was in reference to the then 
minority leader, J ohn Machione in the heat of debate one 
night at the Council about pigeons. Machione had man­ 
aged to get under Gallo’s skin and out popped. “ He 
(M achione) is a fluttering pigeon looking for a purpose.” 
Gallo’s assessment notwithstanding. 
Machione, since 
his bid for reelection was foiled last Nov ember, is now a 
man with a purpose: return to elected office. 
The latest

Think what else you might 
u se. An old piece of garden hose 
can he u sed.
